CLIO, Ark., Nov. 29.—This town, the 
home of 300 lumber-miill employes and 
their families, is to be Gepopulated as 
the result of an order issued by Judge 
Elliott of Little Rock. Becanse of the 
triple assassination which resulted from 
the feud between rival lumber compa- 
nies, the Judge has ordered the mills 
of the Bieff City Lumber Co. here 


closed, and all the emp'oyes discharged. 

The Court has power to make this or- 
der, because the company is in the 
hande of a receiver appointed by thé 
Court. 

The preliminary hearing, to be held 
here tomorrow, of the weman and five 
men charged with huving had part in 
the faurder of Clarence L. Bush, Thos. 
Godfrey and A. R. McEwen, is ex- 
pected to develop the fact that McEwen 
was mistaken for John F. Rutherford, 
the millionaire chairman of the Demo- 
cratic State Cemmittee, and receiver of 
the Bluff City plant. 

The assassination plot, it is now 
charged, included Rutherford. McEwen, 
a singing teacher, was a chance com- 
panion of Bush and Godfrey. All were 
shot down just after they stepped from 
a Cotton Belt train at the depot here 
last Monday. 

The body of Bush, who fled into the 
woods under fire, has not been found. 
Feeling around Clio is so strong that his 
friends have thought ft unsafe to search 
for the bedy. His hat and overcoat, 
riddied with bullets, were found near 
the town. 

Gov. Pindall has announced a reward 
of $200 for the finding of Bush's body. 
There is a report here that it was 
burned by the assassins in the big fur- 
nace of the lumber mill. 


Revolvers Menace Court Agent. 
Arthur Brewster, delegated by Judge 
Biliott to close the mill, arrived here 
yesterday afternoon. As he stepped 
from the train revolvers and shotguns 
were thrust into his face. 
“I’m here by order of the Court in 


' Chancery at Tittie Rock,"”’ he managed 


to explain, and was permitted to draw 
his papers from his coat pocket. 

“That's all right," said one of the men, 
and the shotguns were lowered. “We

For the same rea- 
son Grosh refvsed to accept any fee for 
performing the ceremony. 

“This young woman Is so pretty,”’ said 
tthe Judge, who is a great admirer of 
feminine ioveiiness and a man of the 
most chivalrous bearing toward the la- 
dies, “I can’t put in that clause: about 
obedience in this ceremony.” 

“But that will give her the best of the 
bargain,’’ objected Kamus, in jest. 

“All Men Are Brutes.”’ 

“T car.’t help it,”” said the Judge, firm- 
ty, “all men sre brutes and I will not 
make this beautiful creature promise to 
obey any of them. However, on account 
of her prettiness I will not accept any 
fee for performing the ceremony.”

Artificial Breathing Saves 
Four-Year-Old Girl 
by Miracle.

XENIA, O., Nov. 29.—Lucille Hudson, 
4-year-old daughter of John Hudson, 
1692 Edwards avenue, is progressing to- 
ward recovery from diptheria, after a re- 
markable operation in which her wind- 
pipe was slit and artificial respiration 
used to restore circulation of the blood 
after the child apparently was dead. 

The growth in the child’s throat from 
the disease shut off breathing, and, 
when Dr. Louis Syman was summoned 
last night, she was apparently lifeless. 
There was no evidence, he says, of res- 
piration or of heart action, and the 
girl’s father was mourning her as dead. 
She had been in this condition about 15 
minutes. 

Dr. Syman had no surgical. instru- 
ments with him, and he used his pocket 
knife to open the child’s windpipe. For 
fully ten minutes, he says, no blood 
flowed from the wound. 

A fountain syringe gave the only 
available tube, and the physician in- 
serted one end in the inoision, blowing 
through the other. while neighbors 
raised and lowered the girl’s arms ai 
his direction to expand and compress 
the lungs. 

When blood did begin flowing, Dr. 
Syman says, it was dark in color, as 
though it already had begun to cool, 
and its movement was sluggish. 

A surgical tube was put into the wind- 
pipe in a few minutes, and through this 
the child began to breathe regularly, 
although faintly at first. Dr. ' Syman 
Says that barring chances of bloodpois- 
oning from the knife, which was not 
asceptic, the child will survive. :

Many Who Gave Withdrawal! 
Notice Keep Money With 
Trust Companies. 








Heavy withdrawals from the four 
large St. Louis trust companies did not 
follow the expiration Friday of the 230- 
day limit after which savings accounts 
of $.00 or less may be taken out by 
depositors. 

Officials of each of the trust com- 
panies unite in declaring that there 
has been no appreciable difference in 
their business as a result. 

A 60-day limit was put on the with- 
drawal of savings accounts of more 
than $100. This will expire a few days 
be.ore New Year's. 


Bank Business Decreases, 

A banker told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that he noticed Friday that the volume 
of business done by the local banks is 
decreasing. He said this was a healthy 
sign from the banks’ standpoint, as it 
was a surplus of business that caused a 
shortage of currency. 

‘It may seem strange to say so,’’ he 
said, ‘“‘but the more decrease we have 
in business the better the bank situation 
will become.”’ 

At none of the trust companies Friday 
was there apparently more than the 
usual number of callers at the savings 
department windows. 

George W. Wilson, vice-president of 
the Mercantile Trust Co., said: ‘‘There 
is no rush in our savings department to- 
day. Some of the clerks haven't enough 
work to keep them busy. Only a small 
percentage of the depositors giving us 
withdrawal notice have come in to with- 
draw. Many have canceled their notices; 
Others we paid off without waiting for 
the tine limit to expire.” 

Robert L. Gurney, manager of the 
Savings denartment of the Common- 
wealth Trust Co., said: The 30-day limit 
expired with us Wednesday, but not half 
of the persons giving us notice have 
actually withdrawn their accounts.” 

N. A. McMillan, vice-president of the 
St. Louis-Union Trust Co., declared: 
“We are having no unusual rush on ac- 
count of the expiration of the 20-day 
limit on savings accounts.” 

Breckenridge Jones, president of the 
Mississippi Valley Trust Co., said that 
the percentage of withdrawals from 
his company had been very small. Only 
about 10 per cent of those who gave no- 
tice of withdrawal have actually done

Testimony in~ Kentuckian’s 
Fourth Trial Begins With 
Surveyor’s Statement. 





GEORGETOWN, Ky., Nov. 29.—After 
i6 days’ work a jury to try Caleb Pow- 
‘rs the fourth time, on a charge of com- 
plicity in the murder of William Goebel, 


was obtained today. The commonwealth 
at once began its presentation of the 
case. Powers was in the courtroom 
early. 

Attorney Owens for Powers stated 
that the defense is willing to admit that 
the shot that killed Goebel was fired 
from the. office of the Secretary of 
State, and also will concede the nature 
“f the wounds, etc., in order to save 
time. 

Map of Squares Shown. 

The first witness was B. M. Woodson, 
civil engineeg of Frankfort, who 
hrought a map showing a plan of Cap- 
itol Square. The witness exhibited a 
block of wood, taken from - tree across 
the walk from where Goebel was shot, 
containing a buitlet. The bullet had 
flattened out from co: ning in contact 
with a knot. The witness said that by 
the use of a eteel surveying cane he con- 
cluded that the bullet had been fired 
from the office of the Secretary of State. 
Ca'eb Powers was then Secretary of 
State. 

“IT got a wire,” said the witness, “and 
stretched it from the bullet hole to 
the office of the Secretary of State and 
found that it passed immediately over 
the point where Goebel fel).”’ 

Prosecutor Franklin asked Woodson: 

“Did you know Gen. Dan Collier? Was 
he about the grounds there? Did any 
soldier or any man pretending to have 
authority say anything about’’—~— 

“We object,” said Judge Simmons of 
the defense. 

Offer Ia Disregarded. 

“Everything that happened about the 
grounds prior to the death of Senator 
Goebel was permitted at the former 
trials, your honor,” said Attorney Brad- 
ley. 

“You have not shown this yet,” said 
the Court. 


The commonwealth is disregarding the 


offer of the defense to eliminate testi- 
money relating to the real nature of the 
wounds. and the location of the point 
at which Goebel fell arid the point from 
which the shot came. 

Judge Morris then issued an order re- 
quiring James Howard to be brought 
here Monday fromthe Frankfort Pent- 
tentiary. He is wanted by the defense 
for consultation. 

Powers was greeted in the courtroom 
today by a score of well-known women 
of Lexington and Loulsvilie, including 
Mra. W. S&S. Barnes, wife of the noted 
turfinah, Mrs. Daisy Winston Ketley 
and Miss Josie Robinson of Louisville. 
Being introduced in turn, they spoke 
encouragingly to the prisoner.

Two experts testified for the prose- 
cution today. They were Edward M 
Brush of Baltimore and Dr. Smith Ely 
Jelliffe of New York. 

Dr. Brush dented that the iIneanity 
attributed to Mrs. Bradley, according 
to the hypothetical question, was in any 
way similar to that usually resulting 
fro.a, sep! 
which? wasttieid and comprehensive, was 
the most serious obstacle yet raised in 
the way of*the defense toward obtaining 
Mrs, Bradley's acquittal.on the insanity 
plea. 

It produced an cffect not attained by 
the experts for the defense, who had 
no time to go over the question in detail. 
It is evident that Dr. Brush’s opinion 
was the result of much consideration 
and observation of the witnesses while 
the hearing was in progress. He at- 
tacked Mrs. Bradley's story of the 
shooting as “inconsistent with any form 
of insanity,” drawing attention particu- 
larly to her apparently sudden lapse 
of memory. 

No Indication of Insanity. 

In her conduct subsequent to the shoot- 
ing, he said, there was nothing to indl- 
cate insanity. 

There. was an air of nervous dread 
about Mrs. Bradley as she listened to 
Dr. Brush’s damaging testimony. I 
was one of the intense moments of the 
trial. As she saw the elaborate struc- 
ture built up by her attorneys to sup- 
yort the contention of insanity attacked 
at every point, the strain upon her was 
evident. 

Dr. Smith E. Jeliffe of New York, pro- 
fessor of mental diseases at Fordham 
University, who is connected actively or 
in a consulting capacity with a number 
of large institutions, followed Dr. Brush 
on the stand. 

Dr. Jelliffee declared the defendant 
was able at the time she shot Brown to 
choose between right and wrong and 
was conscious of her act. 

The “surprise” sprung on the de- 
fense by the Government in its re- 
buttal testimony today was the ap- 
pearance of Rev. Dr. David Utter, 
pastor of the Unitarian Church 
in Denver, Colo. He officiated 
at the baptism of the elder 
of the two Bradley children, Arthur 
Brown Jr. He was referred to in 
Mrs. Bradley's letter as the “priest,” 
and he had, in his ministerial capac- 
ity, much to do with Senator Brown 
and Mrs. Bradley. 

District Attorney Baker submitted 
to the Court certain “prayers”,with 
references to the instructions to the 
jury. As he mentioned the phrase 
“murder in the first or second de- 
gree,” Mrs. Bradley, worn and hag- 
gard, shuddered and shrank beck into 
her chair.

RAILROADS USE PAPER 





Banks Agree to Pay One- 
Fourth in Cash—Millions 
Are Needed. 





City Treasurer Franciscus arranged 
Friday to pay in cash the salaries of 


all city laborers and attendants at the 
public institutions, having procured for 
‘his purpose from one bank currency to 
the amount of $170,000. Clerks and other 
City Hall employes, as well as the heads 
of all departments, who heretofore have 
been paid in cash, will receive their 
November salaries in checks. 

Payment of the November salary list 
will begin at the Treasurer’s office at 
9 a. m.’ Saturday. As the banks close 
at noon, the employes say that they 
probably will have to wait until Mon- 
day to cash their checks. 

For the October payroll the city drew 
on its bank deposits for $270,000. In 10 
St. Lovis banks the city has deposits 
aggregating $4,000,000. 

There are 5000 persons on the city 
payroll. Of this number there are aM 
firemen and 1800 policemen. The poiice 
and firemen, whose combined monthly 
payroll amounts to $219,000, have always 
been paid in checks. “~~ 

Railroads Will Use Checks. 

Owing to the continued dearth of cur- 
rency, St. Louis railroads will be un- 
able to supply more than 2% per cent 
cash for the November payrolls, which 
aynount to several million dollars. 

In the St. Louis offices of the Frisco, 
Wabash, Missouri Pacific, Missouri, 
<Xansas & Texas and other systens, 
the clerks will be paid Saturday, 
und the employes of the mechanical and 
operating departments will be paid about 
Dec. 15. 

Nearly all the St. Louis roads have 
laid off empioyes until normal condi- 
tions are restored. 

“Tt is customary for the railroads,’’ 
said a Missouri, Kansas & Texas offi- 
cial, “to pay off in checks and then 
nrovide the cash fer che payment of 
them. We managed to get all the cur- 
rency we needed for our St. Louis offices 
last month. Now it is different. While 
the financial situatt‘on appears to be 
calming down, the West apparently is 
left without ready cash. 

Will Get. Some sfaene’: 

“We have arranged the banks 
to give the employes about 25 per cent 
in cash, the remainder in_ cashiers’ 
checks. This we believe will solve the 
question nicely. 

“Our payroll amounts to more than 
one million dollars a month. We sent 
out checks to our agents on the Octo- 
ber payrol. account and they had no 
difficulty with them 

“According to the published reports 
from New York, we will have plenty of 
cash for the December pay froll.”’ 

At the Missouri Pacific offices it was 
stated that the employes would be paid 
“the same as usual,” in checks, and 
that the question of getting them cashed 
would depend on the liberality of the 
banks in supplying the currency. 

The Frisco officials say they have ar- 
ranged to pay part of the checks in 
currency. Other railroad companies 
made similar announcements.

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MEAT DEALERS 
SHIFT BLAME 
OR HIGH PRICES 


Consumers Pay Only Usual 
Profit on Products, 
They Say. 








Retail meat dealers in St. Louis deny 
that it is their fault if consumers are 


not cetting their meats cheaper this 
year than last. They say they are sell- 
ing meats as low as they can consis- 
tent with the prices they are paying 
for packers’ products at wholesale. Some 
of the retailers say they are paying 
more for meat now than they were last 
year, and expect to see another advance 
in prices before the winter season is 
over. Other dealers say they are paying 
about the same for meat that they were 
a year ago. Livestock quotations show 
that the packers, however, are paying 
less than a year ago for maat “on the 
hoof.”’ 

There has been a reduction of % to 1 
cent a pound in the wholesale price of 
bacon, and the retailers say they have 
made a corresponding reduction in price 
to the consumers. While there is a big 
demand for bacon at the prevailing 
prices of -14 to 25 cents a pound, there is 
a light demand for hams, which are 
usually low’at 13 to 17 cents a pound. 
Some of the retailers say there has 
been a reduction of at least 2 cents a 
pound in the price of hams in the last 
year, a benefit in which the consumer 
has shared. This reduction is because of 
the light demand for this kind of fr >ods. 


Further Boost Is Expected. 

A representative of the wholesale de- 
partment of the St. Louis Dressed Beef 
Co. said Friday that cattle are uniform- 
ly 50 cents a hundred pounds higher this 
week than they were last week, and 
that this will increase the wholesale 
price of meat at least $1 a hundred 
pounds. He said the price of cattle is 
such now as tc warrant no reduction in 
the wholesale price of meats. 

Ertire carcasses of yearling cattle are 
sold at $10 and $11 a hundred pounds to 
the retailer. Out of these carcasses the 
retailer has to get his cuts. 


Hides Sell for Less. 


. “One reason why meat prices have 


not declined,” said the St. Louis 
Dressed. Beef-man, “is that we were 
getting 17 cents a pound for hides 
last year and are selling them for 
less then half of that price now. Oleo 
fats that brought six cents a pound 
last year are selling at three cents a 
pound now. 

“The reduction in the price of these 
by-preducts makes it necessary for 
the packer to keep up the price of 
beef. Cattle of all kinds are now 





in g00d demand at high prices.” 

W .F. Sappington, a grocer and butch- 
er at 1402 Tower Grove avenue, said Fri- 
day that he was paying much higher 
prices for meat than usual. 

“I am paying 10% cents a pound for 
pork.” Mr. Sappington said, ‘and 8 and 
9 cents a pound for beef in the carcass. 
We now have to pay 5% cents a poufid 
for liver. I have been in‘the meat busi- 
ness 40 years and I never have seen the 


‘ce of packing products so high as they 


are now.’”’

says he did not see the approaching 
freight and released the gates. The 
conductor of the trolley car, who had 
run out to signal the car, gave the sig- 
nal to go ahead, so says Motorman 
Charles Larned. The conduc.or, John 
Dillon, has been arrested. According to 
Motorman Larned, when he got directly 
across the track on which the train was 
epproaching, he saw it and immediately 
opened his controller to the last notch. 
With the sudden turning on of power, he 
says he threw off the automatic switch, 
cutting off the power entirely.

HIM HOME 
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TAFT IN A HURRY AGAIN: 
NOW WHAT'S THE ANSWER? 


He Has All St. Petersburg Guessing, According 
to Near-Interviews Obtained by 
the Post-Dispatch. 








By a Staff Correspondent Who Flim- 
Flammed the Press Censor. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Nov. 29.—Since 
the 15th of April, 1892, when the entire 
day passed without anybody throwing 
a bomb at the Governor-General, there 
has not been so much excitement in St. 
Petersburg as was caused by the receipt 
of a telegram yesterday from Secretary 
of War Taft requesting the American 
Charge d’Affaires to arrange the audi- 
ence with Emperor Nitholas so as to 
enable Mr. Taft to leave St. Peters- 
burg a day ahead of his original sched- 
ule. 

The foolscap on which the original 
schedule was written is wanted here for 
exhibition purposes, as it is the only 
part of the itinerary that hasn't been 
changed. 

Mr. Taft is en route to St. Peiters- 
burg via the Transsiberjan Railroad. 
His telegram says he aust catch the 
steamer President Grant‘iat Hamburg. 
Ordinarily a person traveling on the 
Transsiberian has no hope of catching 
anything, excepting a fever to get off 
and walk. ‘ 

Engine Crop Poor. 

However, if the President Grant can 
be held at Hamburg a decade or so it 
is believed the Government will arrange 
to bulld another engine and attach it to 
the annual passenger train, bringing 
the Secretary in with a double-header. 
Formerly there were two engines on 
the Transsiberian, but a Nihilist let al) 
the steam out of one by blowing the 
whistle and the engine hasn’t been in 
shape .to operate since. 

As soon as Secretary Taft's telegram 
was properly doctored and printed. in 
one of the two papers that have not 
been confiscated by the Government, all 
the inhabitants who could obtain per- 
m'ssion began to speculate on Mr. Taft's 
reasons for hurrying home. Ag a gener- 
al thing, a person’s anxiety to leave 
Russia excites no comment: but, as a 
rember of the diplomatic corps (a dip- 
lomat in Russia is any official who is 
still alive) carefully explained to the 
Post-Dispatch correspondent, rumors 
that the United States is about to send 
a tugboat over to the Far East and pull 
Japan out by the roots have been al- 
lowed to pass through the censor and 
circulate on the streets. 

Newspapers here some time ago pub- 
lished an apparently authentic state- 
ment that Russia had been at war with 
po tant and there were reports that some- 
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body was killed. This, the diplomat 
added, naturally caused a slight feeling 
of unfriendliness toward the Mikado’s 
people on the part of such members of 
the populace as are still ab'e to feel at 
all 

The news that Secretary Taft was 
coming to Russia—or, to be more accu- 
rate, was attempting to come wherever 
Trans-Siberian train 1s able to get—had 
given an impetus to the stream of Rus- 
siass who have been besieging the 
American Embassy to volunteer their 
sefyices in the event of a war between 
the United States and Japan. Indeed, 
the enthusiasm is so genuine that one 
cf the three Russian generals who sur- 
vived the Russo-Japanese War has or- 
ganized a company. and as soon as he 
learns to write he will notify Washing- 
ton that he is at President Roosevelt's 
service. 


Cossack Negligent, He Talks, 

A member of the Duma, who took. a 
prominent part in separiting the Czar 
from a part of his title and would like 
to perform the same operation on his 
breath, discussed the question with the 
reporter last night while a Cossack had 
his back turned. This wentleman, whose 
name I must suppress for typograph- 
ical reasons, once succeeded in smug- 
gling a newspaper into his home and 
secins to have an inkling of what is go- 
ing on outside of Jail, 
most of his time. His knowlecge of af- 
fairs in general is a little benind the 
times, it Is true, as the journal he gt 
hold of was a London newspiper, but 
he could talk quite intelligently on every 
topic except. matters of importance. He 
scid: 

“You see, ever since vour people in 
San Francisco began to discuss the Jan- 
anese question with brickbats we nave 
been anvrious to take a hand and sit in 
s While. We want to see war; if we can’t 
see that, we'd like te see the Secretary 
of War. We feel friendly toward the 
United States; we will feel friendly .to- 
ward everybody until we get enougn 
money to buy m@mother battleship. We 
believe the U'ntted States can whip 
Japan. We'd have whipped them our- 
selves if they hadn't outfought us. 
But the point is this: If Mr. Taft means 
business we'll furnish him an audience 
with the Czar and a map of Manchuria, 
and hope from the bottom of our hearts 
that there’s still enough of Japan ot 
of water since the last flood to take 
awevy from the Milado. 


“If I had time I'd give you some in-. 


side information as to why Mr. Taft is 
in such a hurry to get back to Wash- 
ington, but I haven't. I See a Cossack 
watching me. If vou'll excuse me I'll go 
home and write my will.” 

*Steenth Secretary's Say. 

At the American Embrssy the Steenth 
+ssistan Secretary, who has learned 
enough English to answer invariably 
that he has nething bo say, was asicd 
tve reason for Secretary Taft's change 
of schedule.

Attorney Stone, representing the dai- 
ries, contended that the city milk ordi- 
nance, which the defendants were 
charged with violating, was rendered 
void by the pure food law passed by the 
1907 Legislature. This law fixed the 
standard for milk at the rate set from 
time to time by the National Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.

HAVRE, France, Nov. 29.—The Duke 
of Chaulnes and of Piequigny will marry 
Miss Theodora Shonts, younger daugh- 
ter of Mr. and Mrs. Theodore P. Shonts 
of New York City, in a church on 
Broadway on Jan. 26. 

So the Duke of Chaulnes. who arrived 
from New York on the steamship Lor- 
raine, told the Post-Dispatch  corre- 
spondent. 

The Duke shows that he is very happy 
because his persistent wooing has ended 
successfully. ‘The Duke said that the 
Duke and Duchess Uzes, his brother-in- 
‘aw and sister, would attend his wed- 
ding, the Duke of Uzes acting as one of 
his marriage witnesses. The Duchess of 
Uzes did much to arrange the match 
with Miss Theodore Shonts, it is whis- 
pered in Paris. 

The Duke of Chaulnes said, too, that 


is related to him by both blood and 
marriage, and Prince Galiztine, would 
be at the wedding. 

Religion Not a Bar. 

Chaulnes, who is a Roman Catholic, 
said ne had discussed seriously with Mr. 
aud Mrs. Shonts the question of religion 
so far as it concerns the marriage and 
in its possible future aspect. 

“The question: is not settled yet,’’ he 
added lightly, “but religion will not be 
an insuperable obstacle.”’ 

“Is it true that Mr. Shonts supplied 
you with a considerable sum of money 
to pay your debts?” the correspondent 
asked. 

“I must beg to be excused from an- 
swering that question,’”’ answered the 
Duke smiling. - ‘Don’t you think it 
trenches on delicate private ground?” 

He did say, however, that his prop- 
erty is in the market, and he has no in- 
tention of trying to prevent its sale, not 
even the sale of his Chateau de Sable, 
in the Department of Sarthe. He in- 
ltends to pay considerable attention to 
politics and:.as a Moderate Republican 
\to- offer himself .as a candidate for the 
Chamber of Deputies. Thus he will dis- 
regard all the Royalist traditions of his 
family, all ‘the prejudices of his caste 
and the political epinions of his friends. 

Will Have Two Homes, 

After the wedding, the Duke and his 
American wife will pass six months of 
the year in Paris and six months in 
New York. He will leave for New York 
in the latter part of next month. 

‘What do you think of America?’ he 
was asked. 

“My visit delighted me,” the Duke 
replied very earnestly. “‘T much admire 
American energy, straightforwardness 
and business capacity. I went With Mr. 
Shonts (the president of the Interbor- 
ough-Metropolitan Co.) to his office, and, 
when I. saw his method of work, I knew 
I was in the presence of a man of su- 
perior force of character. It would be 
almost impossible for a Frenchman to 
acquire such a splendid ability for work 
unless he was trained to it from his 
earliest youth. France has much to 
learn from America, for the French 
race is showing signs of fatigue.”’ 

Passengers on the Lorraine said the 
Duke of Chaulnes did not drink nor 
touch cards during the voyage. He 
pagsed most of the time with Prince 
Colonno,. but made himself popular with 
the other passengers who say he is a 
“good fellow’’ and who wish him well.

NEW YORK, Nov. #29.—Rev. Dr. 
John Lewis Clark, Who-married William 
Eliis Corey and Mabelle Gilman, risked 
his own life to save a woman's. Bound 
fast to Mrs. Julia Ladson, one of his 
small arteries connected with one of 
her’s, he let the blood from his body 
surge into her veins for two hours on 
Wednesday while her right lez was be- 


ing amputated close to the hip. The 
operation was performed in the Bush- 
wick Hospital, Brooklyn. 

Mrs. Ladson was suffering from an 
acute case of blood poisoning. Dr. Uark 
was warned that if the smallest drop 
of her blood passed into _his. system it 
might prove fatal, but was told that 
unless he took the risk there was not 
one chance in a thousand of saving her 
life. 

“The Almighty was trying me, and, 
thank God, I was not recreant to the 
trust,’” he said this morning, after re- 
fusing to discuss his experience until he 
learned that all of the circumstances 
were known. “If I did not make good,’ 
he added, ‘‘and the poor woman had 
died, I would feel that I was no longer 
fit to be in the ministry.’’ 


Woman Will Recover. 

Thanks to the infusion of blood from 
Dr. Clark, Mrs. Ladson is very likely 
to recover. Had he declined to take the 
risk of blood poisoning she could not 
have survived the operation more than 
two hours, according to Drs. William 
Campbell and F. H. Clark, who removed 
the woman’s leg. f 
Dr. Clark had been praying with Mrs. 
Ladson and her husband and was leav- 
ing the hospital when the crisis sud- 
denly faced him. A member of Mrs. 
Ladson’s family hud agreed to submit to 
the transfusion of blood, and physicians 
from all parts of the city were waiting 
to witness one of the most remarkable 
operations ever performed in New York. 
Mrs. Ladson was teing brought under 
‘the influence of an anesthetic and the 
operating instruments were freshly 
sterilized and ready for use. . 
But, with everything awaiting his ar- 
rival, the man who was to have given 
his blood failed to appear. Mr. Ladson 
eagerly offered to give his blood for his 
wife, but the physicians told him that 
he had none to spare. What was needed 
was a vigorous man whose strong, fresh 
blood would send new life into the pa- 
tient’s heart, which was beating so slow- 
ly .as to be almost still. 


Minister Offers Himself. 

Dr. Clark was an ideal subject. He 
weighs nearly 200 pounds, and his bodi- 
lImvigor is shown by his recent winning 
of the Forest Park golf trophy. Drs. 
Campbell end Clark tooked at him and 
¢t each other, but neither had the hardi- 
hood to suggest such a sacrifice. He 
knew. of the patient’s peril, however, 
and without thought of the danger he 
was running volunteered te subject him- 
self.to the operatior:. 

“You do not realize the risk you are 
taking,” he was told. “Tf one drop 
of her blood gets into your veins it may 
cause your death. But, if, realizing 
what you are doing, you are stil! will- 
ing to run the chance we cannot but 
accept your offer.”’ | 

In a few moments a nurse had shaved 
his right wrist. Hoa wus bound to an 
operating table beside Mrs. Ladson, and 
Dr. Campbell at once began the opere- 
tion of blood transfusion: The surgeon

Full Light Will Not Be Thrown 
on “Knights of the Round 
Table.”

BERLIN, ev. 29.—At the request of 


Prince Philip Zu Eulenberg, the Crown 
Prosecutor has ordered Maximilian 
Harden, editor of the Zukunft, and 
his law oo —fierr Bernstein, to be tried 
for u g\ insulting and defamatory ex- 
pressions against the Prince in speeches 
at the recent trial of the libel suit 
a~-'mst Harden by Count Cuno von 
Moltke. 

At this new trial Eulenberg, once a 
favorite of Emperor William and for- 
merly German Ambassador at Vienna, 
will testify. He was too ill to be a wit- 
ness at the former trial, which, in ef- 
fect was thrown out of court. 

At this new trial all needed light will 
be thrown on tie “Knights of the 
Round Table” (of which Eulenberg is 
charged with havin~ been the chief), 
and on their morals—or lack of them. 
There will be a thorough investigation 
of the question-whether Eulenberg and 
his fellow knigkts indulged in decadent 
orgies at Liebelberg or anywhere else. 

On these points Harden is said to 
have a mass of evidence which he has 
not used yet. However, Harden has 
suffered a blow in that his witness, 
Vollburat. who described the 
‘knights’ ’”’ orgies at Count Ignace’s 
— has been much discredited recent- 
y. 

Ordered by High Dignitaries. 

There might be something of a mys- 
tery as to why the public prosecutor 
proceeds’ against Harden for his 
speeches in court when he refused to 
prosecute because of the original ar- 
ticles in the Zukunft. But it is almost 


certain that the highest dignitaries have 
insisted that the prosecutor clear up 
the scandals, which can be accomplished 
best by a crown trial. This view is 
confirmed by Chancellor von Buelow’s 
vigorous speech in the Reichstag yes- 
terday, a speech defending the Em- 
peror the army and himself. 

Dr. Spahn, leader of the Center party, 
had asserted that army conditions re- 
call those of ancient pagan Rome. 

The Chancellor, furious, arose and de- 
Clared that no one imagines that the 
_— army is infected with {fnmmmoral- 
ty 

“There may be a few unworthy men 
in the army,’’ said Prince.svon Buelow. 

“They will be weeded out by the Ein- 
peror himself, who strives mightily and 
constantly for a high moral tone in the 
army and in the nation.” 

It was the Crown Prince, the Chan- 
cellor said, who called his father’s at- 
tention to articles in the Zukunft, dis- 
closing corruption, with the result that 
immediate action was taken in the mat- 
ter. Von Buelow pointed out that 
neither the Chancellor nor the minis- 
ters could take such a step without 
having proof of their assertions. 


Von Buelow Defends Himself. 
Prince von Buelow then referred to 
the so-called court camarilla, which, 1 
is widely alléged, has been influencing 
the Emperor’s decisions. No one, said 


the Chancellor, has ever accused the 
Emperor with being without his own 
will and the camarilla could exist oniy 
if the monarch was willing. Such a 
poisonous growth as a camarilla is ut- 
terly un-German, he said, and reports 
regarding its existence may be taken 
as being without foundation. 

In concluding his address the Chan- 
cellor denied that he dissolved the last 
Reichstag to protect himself against 
personal attacks relative to his supposed 
participation in intrigues. The reason 
for the dissolution was the obstruction 
by the Center party which desired to 
thwart the nation’s will. 

Before the session ended leaders of 
every faction, except the Socialists, zave 
assurance that they will vote more 
if it is 
proved to them the money is needed 
for the nation’s defense.

changed. Argentine shipments of wheat 
were 224,000 bu, against 776,000 bu last 
week and 616,000 a year ago.

The very disappointing Liverpool ca- 
bles which followed our advances of 
Wednesday and came in the face of the 
small Argentine shipments, and -were 
accounted for by cheaper offerings of 
Laplata wheat and partial rains in In- 
dia caused a weak opening.
